1. USCINCEUR has Informed the Joint Chiefs of Staff that 
the currently assigned U. S. Representative-Designate to the 
Allied Clandestine Coordinating Group (ACCG), SHAPE is due Tor 
reassignment on or about 1 July 1961. He requests as a 
replacement, an officer with high-level experience in military 
planning, who is cognizant of military and CIA capabilities 
and planning in the clandestine field, who must be clearable 
for access to special Intelligence, and who can be expected to 
remain with Hq USEUCOM for at least two years. He further 
requests that the replacement arrive in the theater on or 
about 1 June 1961 to provide a reasonable overlap with the 
officer he is replacing. 

2. It is requested that you take steps to furnish the 
replacement requested by USCINCEUR, who should meet the criteria, 
set forth in reference c and the desires of USCINCEUR furnished 
above. Nomination may be made directly to USCINCEUR through 
the CIA Senior War Planner, Europe.
